S. 0.916(E):—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 21 read with section 7 of the Coinage 
Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central Governinent hereby makes 
the following rules, namely 

1. Short title and commencement :—(1) Those rules may 
be called the Coinage (Standard Weight and Remedy of the 
Commemorative Coins) of One Hundred Rupees (containing 
Silver 50%, Copper 40%, Nickel 5% and Zinc 5%), Twenty 
Rupees and One Rupee (containing Copper 75 % and Nickel 
25%), coined on the theme “Small Farmers (on the occa¬ 
sion of celebration of the Seventh World Food Day on the 
16th October, 1987) Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette.
